Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 12 and 48 are allowed.

Regarding claim 12, the prior art of record, either singularly or in combination, does not 
disclose or suggest the combination of limitations including, said second silicon dioxide layer is 
limited to said source composition layer portions. 

Regarding claim 48, the prior art of record, either singularly or in combination, does not 
disclose or suggest the combination of limitations including said second silicon dioxide layer is 
limited to said magnesium source composition layer portions.
